Outdoor  planting  should  be  done  early  in  the  fall  to  secure  healthy  plants,  vigorous  foliage  and  beau- 
tiful flowers.  Set  the  bulbs  so  that  there  is  earth  above  them  to  their  own  depth.  This  is  a good  rule. 
Do  not  overcrowd;  3 to  4 inches  apart  for  small  bulbs  such  as  Crocus,  Snowdrops,  Ranunculus,  etc.;  6-7 
inches  for  Anemones,  Jonquils,  Tulips,  Iris  Freesias;  7-9  inches  for  Hyacinths  and  Narcissus;  18  to  27 
inches  for  Lilies.

They  have 
proved  that  Tulips 
can  be  a success  in 
California  and  have 
the  large  flowers  and 
long  stems  so  much 
desired ; also  these 
Tulips  will  flower 
even  better  the  sec- 
ond year  if  they  are 
allowed  to  dry  back 
with  their  leaves  on, 
and  kept  dry  during 
the  summer.  If  pos- 
sible leave  them  in 
the  same  bed,  and  be 
sure  to  plant  a good 
number. 

The  secret  of  Tulip  cul- 
ture is  to  have  rich  soil 
well  drained ; use  rotted 
manure  or  bone  meal  spar- 
ingly, preparing  the  beds 
a month  before  planting; 
otherwise  use  no  fertilizer. 

Set  the  bulb  in  sand  if 
the  ground  is  heavy  and 
wet.  Plant  the  bulbs  as 
early  as  possible  and  about 
3 inches  deep  and  8 inches 
apart.  Water  _ sparingly 
during  the  winter,  but 
give  plenty  as  the  buds  de- 
velop, and  for  several 
weeks  after  flowering. 

Tulips  are  so  bright  and  gaudy  that  they  are  prized  by  all.  Gesneriana  Major  is  a daz- 
zling crimson,  the  brightest  red  Tulip;  Parisian  Yellow  is  fine  bright  yellow.

Hyacinths 


I have  seen  Hyacinths  planted  close  by  a board  fence  in  San  Francisco  doing  well,  in 
a location  that  one  would  call  a “poor  place/’  and  I have  seen  them  do  equally  well  or 
better  when  planted  in  the  open  garden.  Hyacinths  always  “do  well”  in  the  garden ; they 
have  that  reputation.  There  is  no  other  flower  the  same,  and  none  that  can  take  its  place. 
Hyacinths  have  such  pretty  light  shades  of  pink  and  blue,  as  well  as  handsome-  darker 
shades  and  white.  Then,  too,  they  are  most  fragrant,  and  being  sure  to  bloom  are  a real 


joy  in  one’s  garden. 

Culture.  Spade  and  manure  the  ground  a month  before  planting  the  bulbs,  using  a little  bonemeal 
well  dug  in.  Set  the  bulbs  2 inches  under  ground  at  the  top  in  damp  places  and  4 inches  under  in 
dry  spots  and  7 to  8 inches  apart.  To  have  all  of  the  bulbs  flower  at  one  time  see  that  the  bulbs  are  set 
at  an  even  depth. 

After  flowering  allow  the  leaves  to  dry  up  and  then  lift  the  bulbs  in  midsummer;  store  them  in  dry 
soil  in  a cool  dry  place,  and  very  often  they  can  be  used  again. 

For  potting  use  a mixture  of  river  sand,  rotted  manure  and  fibrous  loam  in  equal  parts.  Use  a 5 or 
6-inch  pot  or  3 bulbs  to  a 7-inch  pot  and  let  a third  of  the  bulb  be  above  ground.  Bury  the  pot  for  six 
weeks  to  let  the  bulbs  root  and  then  bring  into  the  house  to  bring  them  into  flower.

After  flowering  let  the  leaves  die  back,  but  do  not  cut  them  off  or  the  bulb  will  not  flower  next 
year.  Set  five  inches  deep  and  8 inches  to  12  inches  apart.  The  bulbous  roots  will  multiply  and  send  up 
fine  long  flower  stems  every  spring.

Be  careful  this  year  in  planting  your  Iris.  Don’t  put  the  English  Iris  next  to  the 
German  Iris — this  is  not  the  year  for  that  and  they  might  not  agree.  Also  remember 
that  Susiana  Mourning  Iris,  while  very  pretty,  is  a native  of  France,  and  the  last  we 
knew  was  that  its  sailing  date  had  been  cancelled.  We  hope  to  have  the  bulbs  on  hand, 
however,  by  the  time  this  book  goes  to  press.  The  other  Iris  are  assured.  We  have 
a new  Iris  this  year,  Gigantea,  described  on  inside  of  front  cover. 

Irises,  of  which  there  are  many  sorts,  come  in  two  very  distinct  classes.  One  has 
creeping  root-stocks  and  evergreen  leaves  like  the  German,  Gigantea,  Japanese  and  Susi- 
ana Mourning  Irises  and  Flags.  The  other  class  grows  from  bulbs  and  has  leaves  which 
wither  after  flowering,  such  as  English,  Peacock  and  Spanish  Iris.  All  have  fine  hand- 
some flowers,  with  colorings  like  an  orchid,  and  are  among  the  best  cut  flowers. 

The  bulbs  should  be  planted  2 or  3 inches  deep  and  6 inches  apart,  and  for  the  best 
effect  should  be  in  beds  or  groups  of  twenty-five  to  one  hundred  or  more  bulbs.  The 
greater  the  number  the  finer  the  effect. 

Set  the  Iris  with  root-stocks  at  least  3 inches  apart  in  12-inch  rows.  A mulching  of 
coarse  manure  or  straw  will  facilitate  the  production  of  fine  long  stems  and  large 
blossoms.  (P.  S. — Susiana  Mourning  Iris  is  now  in  stock.) 

English  Iris

DIRECTIONS  FOR  MAKING  A LAWN:  Prepare  the  soil  well;  this  means  spade  it  over  and  dig  in 
some  fertilizer  or  manure.  Let  the  ground  stand  a month,  or  else  do  not  apply  fertilizer  until  grass  is 
three  months  old.  Two  weeks  before  planting  roll  and  water  the  ground  well  and  before  sowing  the  seed 
hoe  the  soil  but  do  not  spade  it.  This  will  kill  countless  thousands  of  small  weeds  which  are  always  in 
the  soil  and  would  otherwise  have  to  be  pulled  up  by  hand — a laborious  job. 

Sow  the  seed  evenly  and  roll  it  in  or  sprinkle  a good  cover  of  sandy  loam  over  it.  Where  a roller  is 
not  available  rake  the  seed  in  lightly  and  press  down  by  patting  with  spade.  Water  twice  a day  until 
grass  comes  up.  In  stiff,  clayey  soils,  if  planting  in  summer,  use  straw  or  leaves  to  protect  the  germinat- 
ing seeds  until  the  grass  is  an  inch  high.  Make  the  lawn  any  time  of  year  if  there  is  plenty  of  water. 

Use  one  pound  of  seed  to  250  square  feet  of  lawn.  Keep  free  from  weeds,  water  well  and  cut  regularly. 
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
